DECISION 

Rendered on Saturday, the 10th Day of October, A. D. 1914. 

Allread, J. 

The plaintiff, a duly licensed physician, brings this action to restrain 
State Medical Board from proceedings to hear and determine certain chai 
filed with said Board for the revocation of plaintiff's authority to practice 
a physician and surgeon. The cause is submitted on demurrer to the petit 

The first ground of plaintiff's contention is that the act, at least so fai 
the power to revoke a certificate is concerned, is unconstitutional. 

The general features of the State Medical Act have been held to ])e ( 
stitutional in the following cases: 

France vs. State, 57 O. S. 1. 
State vs. Marble, 72 O. S. 21. 
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The clause involving the power of revocation was directly before the Su- 
preme Court in the case of Rose vs. Baxter, 81 O. S. 522, in which the judgment 
of the lower courts upholding the constitutionality of the law was affirmed under 
the following declaration : 'Ju^&^^ent affirmed, no ground for equitable relief 
shown.' 

It is now contended that the revocation clause of the State Medical Act 
is unconstitutional and void for the reason that the Act nowhgre provides for 
compulsory attendance of witnesses and production of documents and that this 
point was not argued or considered by the Supreme Court in any of the preceding 
^ases. An examination of the Rose vs. Baxter case develops the fact that while 
the pleadings were perhaps broad enough to permit a consideration of the case, 
yet it does not appear affirmatively that the question was raised by counsel, nor 
considered by the Supreme Court. 

We have, therefore, concluded to give original investigation to this con- 
tention. It is urged on behalf of plaintiff that a physician has a vested or estab- 
lished right to the exercise of his occupation or calling and that his license 
once issued can not be revoked except for "due process of law" and that due 
process of law. as guaranteed by the Constitution, involves a trial with all the 
incidents of a proceedings in court. 

Counsel for plaintiff have been diligent in the citations of authorities to 
the effect that while proceedings of this kind may be conducted before admin- 
istrative boards, yet the nature of the evidence and the general character of 
the proceedings must be similar to those prescribed for proceedings in court. 
In none of these cases, however, do we discover that the question of compulsory 
process for witnesses was involved. 

A careful analysis of the State Medical Act discloses, in our judgment, 
full authority for the filing of charges, the giving of notice and the conduct of 
the hearing. While the statute is somewhat vague as to the administration of 
an oath to the witness, yet, we think it is sufficiently definite to justify the 
proper swearing of all witnesses presented by either party to the controversy. 
This leaves only the question of whether compulsory process for the attendance 
of witnesses and the production of documents is essential to the validity of the 
Act. There is a dearth or perhaps an absence of any direct adjudication, either 
in this state or elsewhere, upon this subject. 

At common law, even in criminal proceedings, compulsory process for wit- 
nesses was not allowed as a matter of right. The defendant's right to com- 
pulsory process for his witnesses in the American states rests upon constitutional 
and statutory provisions and is limited, so far as 'the constitution is concerned, 
to criminal cases. There being no common law right and no constitutional 
guaranty, for compulsory process of wittiesses in civil cases, the subject rests 
in the legislative control. The proceedings before the State Board is purely 
civil and is not governed by the constitutional clause in respect to criminal cases. 
It will be observed that in the State Medical Act there is no discrimination on 
the subject of process for witnesses. Both parties to the controversy stand on 
an equality in this respect, and neither having a constitutional right to com- 
pulsory process for the attendance of witnesses, and there being no discrim- 
ination in favor or against either, we think the Act must be held constitutional. 
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The only other question involved is the sufficiency of the written charges 
to give jurisdiction to the State Medical Board. There is some question as to 
whether the action upon this branch is not premature. (Board of Health vs. 
Greenville, 86 O. S. 1-41), but we have, nevertheless, considered the merits. 

The State Medical Act authorizes the Board upon notice and hearing to 
revoke a medical certificate for "gross immorality". The charges under the State 
Medical Board were brought under this authority. The complaint sets out 
in detail and in five different counts certain advertisements in newspapers which 
are alleged to be false and calculated to mislead the public. It is not necessary 
to go into detail in the analysis of these charges. 

It is evident that the term "gross immorality" used in the statute was in- 
tended to cover any willful or flagrant violation of the ethics of the medical 
profession as between the physician and his patient. This does not mean that 
medical societies may conclusively establish professional ethics, nor that proper 
and legitimate advertisements by physicians can be excluded or placed under ban. 

The violation of professional ethics which may be made the subject of 
charges under the head of "gross immorality", must be founded upon common 
and popular acceptation and involve a gross violation of the fundamental duties 
of a physician toward his patient. The relation of physician and patient involves 
the utmost good faith on the part of the physician toward his patient and any 
gross or flagrant violation of such duty would constitute "gross immorality" 
within the meaning of the statute. 

The Rose vs. Baxter case involves charges somewhat similar to those at 
bar, in respect to the misleading advertisement as to the identity of the physician 
which appears in each count and is a direct authority in favor of the jurisdiction 
of the State Medical Board upon the feature of the charges. We have care- 
fully examined the charges as a whole, and while certain portions disconnected 
from the others, might not be objectionable, we reach the conclusion that each 
of the charges taken as a whole are sufficient to justify the State Medical Board 
in entertaining jurisdiction. 

The demurrer to the petition will, therefore, be sustained. 

Ferneding, J. and Kunkle, J. concur.

RECIPROCITY WITH WEST VIRGINIA IN OSTEOPATHIC

in osteopathic licensure, was presented. 

Dr. .Sherman moved that reciprocity in osteopathic licensure be es- 
tablished with West Virginia under the conditions of the correspondence 
between the secretaries of the two boards, provided the conditions meet 
with the approval of the Osteopathic Examining Committee. (The Os- 
teopathic Examining Committee approved). 

• Correspondence between F. ^L Godfrey, D. O., Secretar}- of the 
Kansas Osteopathic Board, and the Secretary concerning reciprocity in 
osteopathic h'censure, was presented.

Soukuj) who conducts the school but has no catalogue or printed matter 
for distribution; also a communication from Mr. Sawyer, Clerk of the 
Illinois State Board of Health, stating that the Illinois State Board 
of Ileahh does not require that midwives shall be graduates, and one from 
Harry Wf>ofl, Secretary of State, indicating that the school was duly in- 
corporated under the laws of Illinois. 

Dr. .Siemon moved to continue this matter for further investigation 
and that tlie Committee, delegated to attend the Chicago meeting in Feb- 
ruary, be instructed to investigate this school. The motion was seconded 
by Dr. Humphrey and carried. 

The question arose as to whether midwives who graduated from 
recognized schools in midwifery prior to August 8, 1913, the date when 
the present law became operative, should be required to submit evidence 
of ])reliminary education. 

Dr. Humphrey moved that midwives who had graduated from recog-

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The Secretary- presented the charge, indicating that Dr. Skinner had 
falsified birth certificates. The deposition of Clifton E. Lenox of Cleve- 
land, showing that Dr. Skinner did not wait upon his wife in confine- 
ment, although the birth certificate filed with the Bureau of \'ital Sta- 
tistics bearing his name, was presented. 

A patient of Penn Station, Pennsylvania, testified that she had never 
seen Dr. Skinner until today (October 22d) and that Dr. Skinner did 
not wait upon her during her confinement. 

Dr. A. C. Holland, State Registrar of Vital Statistics, produced the 
original birth certificates in the above cases, stating that they had been- 
received from the Local Registrar of Vital Statistics of Cleveland. 

Dr. Skinner took the stand in his own defense, denied having seen 
either of the above certificates submitted by Dr. Holland, and contended 
that some one unknown to him and without authority, had signed them. 

This matter was continued until the next meeting in order that cer- 
tain questions raised during the trial might be investigated. 

The matter of the application for revocation of the certificate of 
Henry O. Davis of Steubenville, came before the Board for disposition,^ 
the evidence having been submitted to the Board at its meeting on July 
7th. The Secretary presented a report of an investigation made con- 
cerning the standing and reputation of Dr. Davis. 

After due consideration of the charge and evidence in the above 
matter. Dr. Humphrey moved that the charges be sustained, and that the 
certificate of the Board issued to Dr. Davis on January 4, 1898, be, and 
the same is hereby revoked. The motion was seconded by Dr. Sherman 
and carried. 

The matter of the application for revocation of the certificate of 
David E. Rouse of Portsmouth, came before the Board for hearing.
